‘The possible use of formaldehyde by pupils of Wilmington High School has the 
officials of the school department worried, Formaldehyde is a deadly poison 
Which some. using in an experimental way to make a substance 
known as “Angel to be ingested or inhaled for “kicks, °° 

‘Twice during the last meeting of the Wilmington School Committee the use of 
“Angel Dust" came up. The first time was when it was mentioned by Richard 
‘Thackeray, in the early part of the meeting, and it beeame a subject for general 
conversation; in the question and answer period later . . 

‘There was no clear inference that “Angel Dust" is being used by pupils of 
Wilmington High School, but clearly the School Committee was worried lest the 
poison come into use. 

‘The School Department has been in communication with the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology about the use of formaldehyde, and has received-an 
answer which relates the deadly attributes of the substance, The work, incident
